Mr. Bannerman commented on the requirement which arose to 
provide a briefing and communications center at Mr. Nixon’s New York 
headquarters and the fast reaction by the Offices of Logistics, Communications, 
and Security which resulted in this being set up in a matter of days . He com - 
mended those involved for an excellent job and said that Nixon people as well 
as other Agency officials had been very favorably impressed. 

6. Trip by Dr. Tietjen: 

Mr. Bannerman said that Dr. Tietjen had been quite pleased from 
a medical standpoint with what he saw on his around -the -world trip. He had 
taken time at each station to explore with senior officials their reactions to the 
Support group. He had found these reactions to be very complimentary of 
Support personnel and their effort and willingness to get the job done in the best 
possible manner.
